On all other points thd two 
sides were “far apart from one 
another,” Von Eckardt said. 

He pointed out that Khrush- 
chevy said on one hand Ger- 
many should be reunited by 
negotiation between the two 
German governments and on 
the other emphasized that the 
socialist development in Fast 
Germany—meaning communism 
—would be further pressed for- 
ward. 

That meant the Soviet Union 
was reserving to itself the right 
to promote in a sovereign state 
the political system it favored, 
Von Eckardt added.

A-Center Blast 
Kills 2 Workers 


READING, England (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—Two workers were 
killed and one injured in an ex- 
plosion Thursday at the Alder- 
maston Atomic Weapons Re- 
search center where Britain's 
hydrogen bombs are developed. 

The Atomic Energy Authority 
said that the explosion was of a 
“conventional type” and no 
radioactive materials were in- 
volved, 

“There is no _ radioactivity 
hazard to staff or to the general 
public,” the Authority said. 

The accident occurred when 
explosive was being unloaded 
from a trolley. A nearby build- 
ing was badly damaged. 
which broke out was quickly 
extinguished. 

An Atomic Energy Authority 
spokesman in London said he 
could not state what particular 
explosive was involved. Asked 
what conventional explosives 
were used for at an atomic re- 
search center, he said, “Ex- 
periments are constantly being 
carried on. They might use 
conventional explosives in these 
experiments.” 

An official inquiry into the 
cause of the accident is being 
set up, the Authority added. 


1,000 Red Jet Bombers 


Reported Near Taiwan 

NEW YORK (AP)—Chinese 
Nationalist intelligence sources 
were rted by the New York 
Times ursday as saying that 
the Chinese Communists had 
moved about 1,000 jet bombers 
within about 850 miles of Tal- 
wan. 

The unidentified official told 
Times correspondent Greg Mac- 
gregor that the number of air- 
craft was far larger than at any 
time during the Taiwan Strait 
crisis last autumn.

MacArthur Urges Teamwork

U.S. Ambassador Douglas 
MacArthur II said yesterday 
that Japan and the United 
States are working together in 
many ways to assist the newly 
developing countries of South 
and Southeast Asia in their eco- 
nomic development. 


Speaking to a luncheon meet- 
ing of the Research Institute of 
Japan at the Imperial Hotel, 
MacArthur said: “Japan and 
the United States have an 
identity of interest in Asian 
economic development.” 


The ambassador said they 
have the same understanding 
that the aspirations of the free 
Asian peoples are (1) to main- 
tain and to strengthen their new- 
ly won independence and (2) to 
improve their standards of life. 
It is “a matter of enlightened 
self-interest” for both the Unit- 
ed States and Japan, he declar- 
ed, that the peoples of free Asia 
should achieve their two basic 
goals. 

Regional and bilateral securt- 
ty arrangements of free nations 
and the defense efforts of the 
free Asian states have reduced

KARACHI (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
An American embassy spokes- 
man said Wednesday night that 
agreement Rad been reached “in 
principle” on the proposed bi 
lateral military pact between 
Pakistan and the United States. 

Negotiations on some minor 
details were going on th 
normal diplomatic channels, 
spokesman added. 

According to Pakistani 
sources, it is possible, but not 
certain, that the pact will be 
signed before Foreign Minister 
Manzur Qadir leaves here on a 
tour of Hast Pakietan Friday. 

Timing of the event may be 
coordinated with the signing of 
similar agreements between the 
United States on the one hand 
and Iran and Turkey on the 
other. 

Details of the agreement have 
not been disclosed, but it is

—as in the case of Iran—on 
Pakistan's wish for guarantees 
against aggression from Commu- 
nist as well as non-Communist 
quarters and American difficulty 
in going beyond existing com- 
mitments. 


U.S. Bridge Team

SANTA MONICA Calif. (UPI) 
—An American Western all-star 
team upset the world champion 
Italian contract bridge team by 
29 international match points in 
play concluded Wednesday. 

The Americans were leading 
by 20 match points Wednesday 
going into the 20 final hands of 
the 80-hand international com- 
petition. The Italians cut the 
margin to six points in the first 
seven hands. But four hands 
later, the Americans pitked up 
eight points by defeating a con- 
tract by three tricks. In the 
contract, the Italians were 
doubled on a four heart bid 
and were vulnerable. 

After that, the Americans 
pulled away, extending the 
victory margin to 29 points.

Revision Plan 
May Suffer 
Big Setback 


Minister Altichiro 
. — s plans for revision of 
the Japan-United States Securi- 
ty Treaty may suffer a serious 
setback depending on the atti- 
tude Washington will take re- 
garding the Vandenberg resolu- 
tion and its relation to the pact. 

An authoritative Government 
source said yesterday that the 
current revision talks may dead- 
lock or the Japanese plans may 
even have to be drastically 
changed when the American 
attitude is made known. 

The Vandenberg resolution 
derives its name from the late 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg. 
chairman of the U.S. Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, who 
pro it in June 1048, 

e resolution calls for pos 
tive U.S. efforts in the establish- 
ment of regional collective sec- 
urity systems within the frame- 
work of the United Nations 
Charter and the extension of 
aid to Free World countries on 
the basis of mutual hep. 

If the spirit and letter of this 
resolution were to be observed 
strictly, a country which en- 
ters into a mutual aid relation- 
ship with the U.S. must possess 
the means of “effective self- 
help”—military strength suffi- 
ciently powerful to withstand 
modern warfare. 

Japan's twar Constitution 
prohibits this country to have 
such military potential. 

The possible obstacles 
by the Vandenberg resolution 
were discussed last October 
when the treaty revision talks 
were started. However, the mat- 
ter seemed settled for the time 
after Foreign Minister Fujiyama 
explained to the Government 
that the US. fully appreciated 
the limitations placed on the 

ion of military power by 
Japan's Constitution. 
he Government source said 
vesterday that the U.S. does not 
fully understand the Japanese 
position regarding this point.

The source said fears were 
felt that Fujiyama’s revision 
plans may suffer a major set- 
back depending on the attitude 
the U.S. will take on the matter. 

The Foreign Minister himself 
apparently was not greatly 
concerned about the relation- 
ship of the Vandenberg resolu- 
tion and the revision. 

The source said, however, the 
U.S. Senate may insist firmly 
that the resolution should be ob- 
served faithfully in revising the 
Japan-U.S. security pact. In 
that event, a revision of the pre- 
amble and setting a period of 
validity for the new treaty 
would be the maximum change 
that Japan can hope to obtain, 
the source added. 

The Foreign Office treaty- 
rfrafting officials are drawing up 
two revision plans to prepare 
for “the worst,” according to 
the informant. 

On the other hand, sources 
close to Fujiyama said the For- 
eign Minister felt that signing 
of the new pact would be de- 
layed somewhat in view of the 
complex situation within the 
Liberal-Democratic Party. Fujt- 
yama has said publicly on sev- 
eral occasions that his 
date for the signing was still 
early April. The sources said 
that what the Foreign Minister 
actually had in mind now was 
to initial the revised pact some- 
time in the beginning of April.

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Labor’s Spring Offensive 


As usual at this time of the year, Japan is facing a 
“spring offensive” on the part of organized labor so far as 
that is under the control of the General Council of Trade 
Unions, most widely known under its Japanese name of 
Sohyo. f 

Sohyo, we are informed, now boasts a membership 
of four million persons, and 56 member unions began the 
“spring offensive” Wednesday in behalf of a program 
whose chief demands include immediate ratification of the 
International Labor Organization Convention and for higher 
pay. With these demands goes one for a nationwide 
application of a minimum wage system. 

Before we consider some points about this program, 
we cannot refrain from expressing, regret, as have 
expressed regret in these columns before, that the nese 
labor movement should have taken on a political tinge, 
which cannot fail to have identified it with a leftist brand 
of political action which it is difficult to distinguish from 
that of out-and-out communism. 


It is this surrender to leftist notions that has led to 
the lack of practical accomplishment by the labor move- 
ment in Japan, for Sohyo policies have been such as to 
arouse the suspicion and distaste of the majority of the 
nation. The very words “spring offensive” and “autumn 
offensive,” bandied about every year, suggest that organized 
labor is ganging up against other sections of the community. 
This is most unfortunate in a country like Japan where 
industrial efficiency is a matter of life or death and the 
most complete cooperation of all the elements in the nation 
is essential to overcome the difficulties imposed by the 
sparsity of natural resources at home and the urgent need 
for more markets abroad. 

Having said this, we hasten to admit that the conditions 
of the workers in many undertakings are short of what 
we should like to see. Such an admission is the necessary 
preliminary to improvement, but it does not show the 
way to the methods by which such an improvement can 
be attained. That can only be revealed by a careful study 
of conditions in each department of industry or service. 
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The cry to raise wages is easily formulated. But it is 


quite another matter to secure an increase in real wages. 
It should be clear to all that increases in labor costs 
must mean that the goods dnd services concerned cost 
more. And this in turn usually means that although the 
in the worker’s pay envelope may be written larger, 
she may be no better off in the long run. That 
is ready for an allround minimum wage system 
dou 
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wage rate fixed by legal enactment as the lowest 
payable to workers either generally or in a particular 
or tfade is no doubt an attractive sounding proposition; 
adopted with caution, and, even when the 
ugurated, it can only gradually be extended 
ers everywhere. Under the conditions prevalent 
try, as they are at the moment, we see con- 
difficulties in applying the principle unless the 
set so low that few workers would benefit.

can be produced we have no doubt they will be 
consideration by the Government and the Diet. 
e regret to see once again Government employes 
threatening to strike. Most of these workers have nothing 
to complain of in the way of working conditions, and it 
seems certain that political considerations lie behind their 
threats to disrupt railway, mail, telegraph and telephone 
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ministers will adopt a similar attitude with respect to 
government workers should it become necessary. National 
services cannot be allowed to suffer in order to please 
men who, although they are prepared to work for pay 
for the Government, are only too ready to decry the 
principles upon which that Government is based. 

If Sohyo proves able to do all that it has threatened, 
it looks as if the nation is in for a: difficult time next 
month as the various “waves” of strikes and rallies assume 
large proportions. It all strikes us as a useless and in- 
effective way of trying to improve working conditions. 
How much better it would be if, where definite abuses 
exist, proper relief measures were prepared and submitted 
to the mediation efforts of the Central Labor Relations 
Committee and, where special legislation is deemed 
necessary, to the Diet! 


In the past, we regret to say, some members of the 
Socialist Party have aided and abetted Sohyo’s methods. 
To these people we would like to point out that condonation 
of these methods really indicates a distrust of their own 
uae 4 which claims to be specially interested in the workers’ 
welfare. 
We have always contended, and still contend, that 
the workers’ hope for betterment lies in the adoption of 
liamentary methods. If the Diet.cannot help, where 
Ip is needed, we do not believe strikes, noisy demonstra- 
tions and neglect of work can do so. Rather they tend 
to inspire disgust in the rest of the nation which is trying 
to build up a stronger economy.

Asian Economie Development 


Ambassador MacArthur’s Address Calls for Further U.S.-Japan Efforts 


is an address by 
the U.S. Ambassador to Japan, 
Douglas MacArthur U to the Naigai

It is good to be with you to-

Your institute is devoted to 
the study of international rela- 
tions. Almost all of my adult 
life has been given over to 
work and study in the same 
field. My heart goes out to peo- 
ple like you who put their per- 
sonal time and effort into bulld- 
ing the public understanding 
that is essential if we are to 
deal successfully with the great 
and complex international is- 
sues of our time. 

I. The basis of U.S.Japan Re- 
lations 

Relations between Japan and 
the United States rest on a solid 
foundation of sovereign equal- 
ity, common objectives, and 
mutual interest in many fields. 
The most basic self-interest of 
each country calls for a world 
where there is peace with jus- 
tice and also increasing pros 
perity which will help to raise 
living standards. We agree 
broadly on how that kind of 
world is to be achieved. Today I 
wish to talk about one of the 
many specific issues on which 
we have an identity of interest 
—that is Asian economic devel- 
opment which will serve to pro- 
mote both peace and progress. 

II. Asian Aspirations 

From my conversations with 
many Japanese friends, I be- 
lieve that -the American and 
Japanese Governments and peo- 
ples have the same understand- 


‘ing of the main aspirations of 


the free Asian peoples. Both 
our countries know that these 
peoples seek to maintain and to 
strengthen their newly-won in- 
dependence for which they 
struggled so courageously. We 
also know that our free Asian 
friends strive earnestly for im- 
proved standards of life. These 
two closely linked aspirations 
can’ be attained only if the 
Asian countries achieve sub- 
stantial economic progress and 
development. 

Both the United States and 
Japan desire strongly that, as a 
matter of enlightened self-in- 
terest, the peoples of free Asia 
achieve their twin aspirations 
of strengthening their indepen- 
dence and providing a better 
way of life for their peoples. 

For neither of us can be se 
cure while the independence of 
the fre Asian nations is in jeo- 
pardy. Thanks to the regional 
and bilateral security arrange- 
ments which now exist in the 
area, and the defense efforts of 
the free Asian states them- 
selves, the external military 
threat has been reduced and no 
aggressor can hope for a cheap 
and easy victory. 

III. Present Threat to Asia 

The chief and present threat 
to independence in Asia is not 
an external military threat. It 


is the danger of unrest and sub- ing 


version, directed from without, 
in countries where free govern- 
ments seem unable to raise the 
material standards of living of 
their peoples. That is why 
Asian economic progress is so 
important for the peoples of 
free Asia, for the national in- 
terests of both Japan and the 
United States, and for the Free 
World generally. 

P< Benefits of Asian Econom- 


Progress 

For Asian economic progress 
will do more than benefit just 
the Asian countries directly 
concerned. The well-being of 
Americans, Japanese, and other 
free peoples will be substanti- 
ally advanced by such economic 
growth in free Asia. This is 
particularly true of Japan. Be- 
cause of geography and special 
factors, Japan and free Asia are 
in ey ree complemen- 
tary. Asia can supply 
many of the commodities and 
raw materials which are essenti- 
al for Japan’s industries. On 
the other hand, Japan with its 
specal capabilities, can supply 
much of the industrial machine- 
ry, capital goods and equipment, 
and technical know-how which 
are particularly important to 
free Asian countries in their 
present period of industrial and 
economic development. 

Even now, Japan sells more 
than 30 per cent of its exports 
to free Asian countries. One of 
the principal factors prevent- 
ing an expansion of those ex- 
ports is the lack of capital and 
the low level of income that 
characterize most Asian coun- 
tries. Until there is added 
capital and know-how, and until 
incomes are raised, the potential 
of this vast market, which 
numbers more than 600 millions 
of people, can never be realized. 
In 1957 the value of Japan's 
exports to free Asia amounted, 
on a per capita basis, to about 
one dollar, or ¥360 worth of 
goods to each individual in- 
habitant of that great area. 
There is no reason why this 
should not double or triple .in 
the next 10.20 years in view 
of the needs of these countries 
for both industrial equipment 
and goods. Certainly the needs

VI. V.. Japan Bilateral 
Cooperation for Asian Economic

So far I have cited arrange- 
ments under which Japan and 
the United States pool their re- 
sources and skills with those of 
other Free World nations to aid 
the newly developing countries. 
We also work together on a 
joint Japanese-American basis 
as well, 

Since 1954, our International 
Cooperation Administration has 
joined with the Japanese Gov- 


ernment in financing the costs 
of technical training in Japan 
for nationals from other Asian 
countries. We call this the 
“third country training pro- 
gram.” Our ICA Missions in 
South and Southeast Asia work 
with the local governments to 
select qualified people for train- 
ing in Japan. The ICA pays 
their international travel and 
maintenance expenses, and the 
Japanese Government, with the 
Asia Kyokai, provides training 
facilities and teachers in Japan. 

This is a down-to-earth 
arrangement for effective tech- 
nical training, on which the ICA 
has spent over a million dollars. 
I need hardly add that it is also 
a program that promotes inter- 
national understanding in the 
most practical way possible—by 
bringing Asian people together 
in Japan in activities of imme- 
diate and mutual interest. 

Last year, in June, negotia- 
tions were concluded for an- 
other kind of joint undertaking 
between Japan and the United 
States in Asian economic devel- 
opment. This was the project 
for development of the iron ore 
deposits in Orissa Province in 
India. 

These iron ore deposits are 
located. more than 400 miles in- 
land, in an area where harbor 
and railroad facilities have not 
been fully developed. Japan's 
iron and steel industry was 
greatly interested in being able 
to obtain high quality ore from 
India, whereas India was equally 
interested in an export market 
in Japan. Furthermore, the har- 
bor and railroad improvements 
needed for handling the iron 
ore would have the additional 
advantage to India of opening 
up and bringing modern com- 
munications to a large and 
a, productive area, 

e total cost of the necessary 
improvements and of opening 
the iron mines, however, was 
more than Japan and India 
could manage. P 

The solution was a three-way 
investment plan. Japan will ad- 
vance a loan of $8 million for 
railway and mining equipment 
for the Orissa project. This will 
benefit Japan’s industries and 
also help to provide the source 
of the needed iron ore. The 
United States will provide $20 
million for additional imported 
equipment and materials, and 
the Government of India will 
shoulder the local construction 
costs, which it is estimated will 
be equal to about $39 million. 
Once the project has been com- 
pleted, Japan will import about 
two million tons of high grade 
Orissa iron ore each year. The 
railway carrying the ore will 
also carry local farm products 
to Indian markets. The improv- 
ed harbor will make possible an 
increase in trade generally. 

I think the Orissa project is 
an excellent prototype for co- 
operation in Asian economic de- 
velopment. There must be 
many possibilities for similar 
joint arrangements. They need 
not necessarily be on the scale 
ot · the Orissa project, nor need 
they be based only on the de- 
velopment of raw materials. 
What is required, as I see it, 
is a flexible pattern under which 
we can bring together free 
Asian and Japanese capital and 
managerial skills with loans 
from the United States and 
other Free World countries, so 
as to bring sound economic de- 
8 projects into opera- 


We need to induce private 
businessmen, as well as govern- 


ments, to find potential projects 


for financing. The task of 
Asian economic development is 
one of such magnitude that gov- 
ernmental financing alone will 
not be adequate. There is a 
great need to induce private cap- 
ital and enterprise to make its 
contribution to economic devel- 
opment.” However, up till now, 
capital has not been the only 
limitation on economic develop- 
ment in Asia. There has been 
a lack, over-all, of soundly con- 
ceived projects ‘for assistance. 
This is a lack that Japan’s pri- 
vate businessmen can help to 
overcome by seeking out oppor- 
tunities, with their free Asian 
friends, for development invest- 
ment in Asia on a mutually be- 
neficial and satisfactory basis. 

Vill. U.S. Development Loan 


You may ask whether the 
United States has the institu- 
tions to work within the flex 
ible pattern that I mention. 
Yes, it has. The Development 
Loan Fund which was set up 
in 1057 is designed to meet 
needs that our other assistance 
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and lending programs. cannot 
meet. It can make loans re 
wr in local currencies. It 

s the power to lend at prefer- 
ential interest rates to projects 
such as roads and harbors that 
are not directly self-liquidating. 
It can associate itself with 
other investors, 1 * pri- 
vate investors, in joint . 0 
ing of developmerit/projetts. It 
is authorized ta fifiance loans, | = 
credits, guaranties, or other 
kinds of transactions. The key- 
note of the Fund is flexibility 
of operation.

IX. Other US. Economic De- 
velopment Assistance 

In addition to the foregoing 
activities in which Japan and 
the United States work togeth- 
er, the United States is also 
making substantial additional 
contributions to Asian econo 
mic development. 

We make these additional con- 
tributions through such institu- 
tions and programs as the 
United States Export - Import 
Bank, our cultural surplus 
sales, our int Four technical 
assistance program, and the In- 
ternational Cooperation Admin- 
istration, with its network of 
field offices in Asia. In the 
years since the end of World 
War II. the United States has 
given outright about $6,600 
million to the developing coun- 
tries of free Asia through these 
and similar programs. Another 
$645 million has been provided 
in the form of credits. This . 
figure is net—that is, deducting 0 
loan repayments. During the 


past three United States fiscal

years alone, our grant aid to 
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Japan, of course, benefits 
substantially from United States 
economic activities in Asia 
through the International 
ration Administration’s offshore 
procurement program. The ICA 
purchases a sizable part of its 
aid goods on a competitive bid 
basis, open to all suppliers. Ja- 
pan’s industries have been able 
to supply more than $450 million 
worth of commodities and equip- 
ment to ICA programs during 
the past five years. This is a 
very important bit of export 
business for Japan. It is. good 
business, also, for the United 
States and for the newly devel- 
oping countries. It makes use 
of Japan’s industrial resources, 
skills, and favorable location, to 
hasten Asian economic develop- 
ment. 

X. Conclusion 

The range and character of the 
activities | have outlined make

countries have not only the com- 
mon objective of furthering 
Asian economic development, 
but that we are actually work- 
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ing together to achieve it. Al- 
though progress has been made, 
there is still a tremendous job 
remaining to be done.
